Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3A) of 
section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955 h the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby directs that notwithstanding anything cental led in sub-section (3) 
of the said section 3 the prices at which gram, gram dal and Tiarley shall be sold 
in any locality In the said States in compliance with an order made with refer¬ 
ence to clause (f) of sub-section (2) of the said section 3 shall be regulated in 
accordance, with the provisions of the said sub-section (3A). 

2. This notification shall remain in force for a period of three mnaths.
